But Athens 
radio announced today it had 
restored radio communications 
with stations in the north. 

Tt was not immediately known 
what would happen to military 
units—reported to include parts 
of the air force—that had sidéd 
with the, king. The junta was re- 
ported. offering the dissident 
units an amnesty in an attempt 
to avoid bloodshed and restore 
unity. 

Premier Constantine Kollias, 
the civilian government head 
named by the colonels who 
seized power last April 21, ac- 
companied the royal family to 
Rome after Papadopoulos sup- 
planted him. 

Papadopoulos, the new gov- 
ernment chief in name as well 
es in fact, broadcast thanks to 
the Greek armed forces and 
Greek people for standing by 
his government. 

“You have saved Greece and 
Its unity,” he said. “You proved 
worthy and acted with determi- 
nation that surpassed bravery. 

...» You have protected with 
self-sacrifice the meaning of 
true freedom and healthy de- 
mocracy.” 

The April coup caught Con- 
stantine by. surprise, Although 
remaining as a figurehead, he 


made clear he regarded the 
junta as a disastrous stopgap. 

Observers in London believe 
the timing of his attempted 
counter-coup was influenced by 
the junta's reported efforts to 
preserve military rule in-a new 
draft constitution due to be an- 
nouncea Fridaly and by the re- 
cent announcement from Paris 
by former premier Constantine 
Caramanlis that he was ready 
to return to Greece to head a 
democratic civilian government. 

The king also was believed to 
have hoped to take advantage of 
widespread discontent in the 
army over the junta’s with- 
drawal of about 12,000 Greek 
troops from Cyprus under Turk- 
ish pressure. Greek troops re- 
turning from the island were re- 
ported to have landed secretly 
in northern Greeée, where they 
could have joined forces with 
\the king.

NATO Delegate Loses Job 


The crisis caught three 'Greek 
government ministers attending 
the ministers’ conference of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion in Brussels,-and one lost his 
job. Foreign Minister Panayio- 
tis Pipinelis and Finance Minis- 
ter Adamantios Androutsopoulos 
will retain their posts. But Lt.-

As the last remnants of resist- 
ance to the military regime col- 
lapsed today, it became appar- 
ent that Constantine's attempt 
at a counter-coup was foiled at 
the last minute ‘by men loyal to 
the Athens government. 

The king’s attempt was sched- 
uled to start at noon Wednes- 
day, be ginning in northern 
Greece with the support of the 
powerful 3rd Corps.

Air Force Radio Was Used 


The taped address was flown 
by royalist air force officers to 
Larissa, in central Greece, 
where the Greek Air Force has 
most of its units at a large 
NATO air base.

Most Greeks were unable to 
pick it up. But later, about 
5 p.m., air force jets appeared 
over Salonika and began drop- 
ping thousands of copies of the 
king's address. To most Saloni- 
kans, it was the first indication 
of what was happening. 

Meanwhile, troops loyal to the 
Athens government had taken 
control of key~ points in and 
around the city . 

The junta’s minister of north- 
ern Greece, Brig. Dimitrios Pa- 
tilis, was seriously ill with a 
kidney disorder, but left his hos- 
pital bed, put on his uniform 
and took over the 3rd Army 
headquarters in Salontka. From 
there he deposed the 3rd Corps 
commander, Gen. Peridis, and 
began announcing over the local 
radio station that he was in full 
control of the situation.

It is not lack of faith in the 
northland which will. prompt this 
question, although millions of dollars 
have already been expended by priv- 
ate interests in unsuccessful search- 
es for Arctic oil. Rather it is a 
matter of whether this is a proper 
sphere for government activity, par- 


ticularly at a time when the govern-" 


ment is so hard up for cash. North- 
ern Development Minister’ Arthur 
Laing might consider if the money 
could not’ be better spent on his de- 
partment’s wards, the Indians and 
the Eskimos, who are getting short 
shrift as a result of the government’s 
budget cut-backs. 

A case can be made, perhaps, 
for joint private and public invest- 
ment in enterprises where there is 
an urgent necessity to establish an 
industry or find and exploit a re- 


source. This is not the case with 
the great Arctic oil hunt. Any oil dis- 
covered in Canada’s far north would 
face enormous difficulties of develop- 
ment and transportation. As re- 


- serves for the future, Arctic oil fields 


would have a certain value, but there 
is little prospect that Canadian tax- 
payers would receive a dividend on 
their investment for many years. 
There is also a question of why 


the government chose to take a min-~ 


ority interest with partners’ whose 
own investments will be largely writ- 
ten off as tax losses. It is precisely 


_ because of the risky nature of oil and 


mineral exploration that such con- 
cessions as tax holidays and deple- 
tion allowances are granted. Oil com- 
-panies, as a rule, will explore any 
area where there is a chance of 
making a strike which can be com- 
mercially exploited. The fact that 
this consortium—which includes a 
number of the biggest names in the 
Canadian petroleum and mining in- 
dustry— had to have the govern- 
ment put up nearly half the cash for 
the project should have told Ottawa 
something. 

If there is justification for this 
donation of taxpayers’ money—be- 
yond the generalized one of “devel- 
oping the north”—Mr. Laing should 
make it public.

ESTERN NATIONS, INFUR- 
iated or insulted by General 
Charles de Gaulle, who believe that 
time and mortality will bring them 
relief, may be operating on a faulty 
premise, according to an article writ- 
ten for The Christian Science Moni- 
tor by M. Pierre Viansson-Ponte, po- 
litical news editor of Le Monde of 
Paris. De Gaulle will pass from the 
scene, he says, but there is no as- 
surance that Gaullism will perish 
with him—at least not for some time. 
“Put simply,” M. Viansson-Ponte 
writes, “whoever General de Gaulle’s 
successors are, the brutal, disagree- 
able, provocative manner which he 
puts into his gestures and his re- 


_ marks would be softened. French 


diplomacy would be more amiable. 
But its general orientation would not 
change, at, all events not immedi- 
ately.” 

The French people have been 
deeply innoculated by certain de 
Gaullisms. He gave them political 
stability. They have learned to ap- 
preciate it and jt should survive af- 
ter the President has gone. He fos- 
tered in them an appreciation of na- 
tional independence which shows no 
sign of waning, and he has involved 
them in economic planning which 
cannot be jettisoned. 


M. Viansson-Ponte says that “‘the 
president’s efforts . . . have tended 
toward creating the irreversible, to- 
ward binding his successors firmly 
in advance.” And he adds the warn- 
ing: “It would be a mistake also to 
believe that General de Gaulle’s dis- 
appearance from the political scene, 
his passing or his retirement, would 
immediately entail an agonizing re- 
appraisal of his foreign policy. For 
here, too, more than the will of one 
man is involved.” 

Le Monde'’s editor foresees no 
swift reversal of the bad climate now 
enveloping Franco-American rela- 
tions, nor the disappearance of 
objections to the building of a “Un- 
ited States of Europe” on a federal 
model. For the latter, he does, how- 
ever, predict.a change in the form of 
objections. 

Even men as well-informed on 
the issue as M. Viansson-Ponte could, 
of course, be in error. But his as- 
sessment of the immense influence of 
President de Gaulle on France and 
on his possible successors offers 
scant comfort to westerners who 
may assume that they have only to 
wait for the inevitable in’ order~to 
find a more conciliatory and amen- 
able France. It could be a long sit-

Howe's White Paper 


The White Paper (which Mr. Howe 
did not. write and may not have fully 
understood) .committed the existing and 
all future governments to maintain full 
employment and steady economic 
growth, That was a large bite. We are 
still chewing it even today, with painful 


forward boldly and honestly. Against all 
economic predictions, the nation pros- 
pered after the war as it had never 
prospered before, thanks to a hungry 
world market and good management at 
home. Under ‘these conditions, the 
government, having accepted the whole 
Jxeynnesian-— thesis; enforced” it~ with 
extraordinary courage. Since times were 
good, the war debt. was drastically 
reduced by Douglas Abbott's surplus 
budgets, exactly as Keynes had recom- 
mended, “ 

Then, with John Diefenbaker’s eleva- 
tion to the Conservative leadership, a 
sudden derangement followed. Ignorant 
and almost contemptuous of economics, 


he eltacked the-Libeftalk ministry for its - 


greatest achievement, denounced the 
surplus budgets as wicked “over- 
taxation” and,-in a final crescendo of 
confusion, declared that wise, anti- 
inflationary taxes were the cause of 
inflation. He cried havoc and ensured it. 


Upside-Down 


In the election campaign of- 1957 
Keynes was stood on his head, not for 
the last time, and Mr, Diefenbaker came 
to office in the same posture. Donald 
Fleming, on the other hand, was still 
upright on his feet when be walked into 
the treasury. To him, one of the few 


, Conservatives in a so-called Conservative 


government, the entire Keynesian ex- 
periment looked dubious, # not crazy. 
His ambition was to keep the budget 
balanced, the Canadian dollar fimtact, but 
alreatly he had been assigned tthe leading 
role in a Greek tragedy. 

At this point the record. becomes 
complicated and ts usually /fnisrepre- 
sented. 

The Diefenbaker government, encoun- 
tering a recession which originated in 
the United States, could have fully 
justified its © deficits, according to 
Keynes, as a business stimulant. Instead 
of defending them as wise and neces- 
sary, it excused them with a blush as 
regrettable, accidental but for the 
moment unavoidable. 2 

In all the circumstances the Liberal 
opposition had no right to condemn 
deficit finance, an essential mechanism 
in its own White Paper. Naturally, it did 
so, from ‘purely partisan motives. The 
government could not effectively answer 
this criticism because Mr, Fleming was 
committed to orthodox, did-fashioned 


ws 


finance and regarded deficits as always 
deplorable, if not immoral. 

Anyway, his timing, if he had eny, 
was now out of date. By 1961 the 
economic tide had turned, the. recession 
faded and the time had come for 
retrenchment. The government, harried 
by the opposition, failed to recognize 
these changes, to change its course or to 
defend itself in an understandable 
fashion. Thus step. by step, as his 
colleagues spent freely and ignored his 
warnings, Mr. Fleming slid imto the 
exchange crisis of 1962. m 

That experience should have taught 
us something. Did it mean that Keynes’ 
whole doctrine was wrong? Of course 
not. It meant only that the doctrine had 
been badly timed and wrongly applied. 
For by 1962 the big Canadian boom was 
under way and Mr. Fleming should have 
been taking in sail, as he wished to do, 


Keynes 
and Mr. Diefenbaker were still standing 
on their heads and Mr. Fleming, though 
standing upright, had ended his public 
career,

Winds of Change Hitting 
Canada’s Chartered Banks

OTTAWA — Last week the big bronze doors 
of Mybank’s main branch here clanged shut at 
3 p.m., as usual, But not today, Perhaps never 
again. 

The winds of change. have been blowing 
through the antiquated structure of Canadian 
banking since spring. And /[: , : 
the latest relic of the past: | 
to be blown away is 
Maybank’'s traditional 10 to 
3 business day, the ‘‘bank- 
ers’ ‘hours’ so often ridi- 
culed by 9-to-5 workers who 
had to use part of their 
Juncti hours’ to do their 
banking.

The epicenter of these. winds is the bank 
Act, which Parliament amended early this 
year. The amendments raised the 6°per cent 
ceiling on the interest rate that banks may 
charge on loans, and removed restrictions on 
mortgage lending by banks. They also eased 
the ratio between’ deposits and liquid assets 
that banks are required to maintain, and laid 
down other new rules. 

These amendments generated the winds of 
chafige. And that change is competition,

The individual mainly responsible is Finance 
Minister Sharp. Even while he was putting a 
freeze on the Mercantile Bank last spring, be- 
cause it is owned by New York's Citibank, Mr. 
Sharp was telling the MPs that the quashing 
of U.S. competition was a special’ case; that 
really he’ wants to see more banks operating 
to create more competition.

What had happened was that the banks had 
spoked the wheels of the near banks by upping 
bank deposit rates and attracting deposit funds 
away from the near banks.

The banks, pressed for loans they 
couldn’t make because of lack of funds, 
boosted their deposit. rates still further—in 
some cases to more than 7 per cent on short 
term deposits, Yet under the current interest 
rate ceiling they could not charge more than 
7% per cent for non-mortgage loans. So Mr. 
Sharp adyised them to cool their competition. 


Since then the Bank of Canada has raised 
the bank rate to 6 per cent to fight inflation. 


This has impelled the chartered banks to raise — 


their lending rates still higher. But in classical 
economic theory, competition is supposed to 
keep prices down, ineluding the price -of 
money. Obviously in our sick - economy 
competition can’t compete with inflation.

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‘Enormous Catastrophe’ 
Biological Possibility 


LONDON—Modern biology— 
on the verge of being able to 

tinker with heredity, to grow 
human embryos in the labora- 
tory and to produce dozens or 
hundreds of identical indi- 
viduals—may create a more 
“enormous catastrophe’”’ than 
a nuclear holocaust, a British 
television program argued. 

The 50-minute BBC telecast, 
deliberately disturbing, por- 
trayed new and often grisly 
experiments, many of them 
American, portending the 
most profound interventions in 
natural reproductive pro- 
cesses. The program empha- 
sized the bewildering moral 
issues which tomorrow’s 
capabilities raise. 

The telecast, entitled 
“Assault on Life,” is the first 
of a nine-part series devoted 
to the effects of science on 
life. Not of the “reverential’’ 
or “isn’t science miraculous” 
school, the series is directed 
to some of the doubts and 
worries engendered by the 
revolutionary potentialities for 
evil as well as good, of late 
20th-century science. 

One sequence shows - the 


work of Henry Harris, pro- 
fessor of pathology at Oxford, 
in fusing the body cells of

mice with those of humans, 
keeping them alive and repli- 
cating, with mixed chromo- 
somes—carriers of the heredi- 
tary characteristics—of man 
and mouse in a single com- 
mon cell.

or sperm—there could thus be | 


bred a genuine “chimera”, 
half one thing, half another. 

Another process. shown, al- 
ready common among stock- 
breeders, is the stimulation of 
multiple production of ova by 
injecting hormones in, for 
example, a prize ewe, flushing 
the fertilized eggs out of the 
uterine tubes and transplant- 
ing each in some “host 
mother,” a ewe of any variety 
or quality. She will then give 
birth to the lamb grown in her 
uterus but, genetically, in no 
way related to her.

He is thought to 
be on the brink of success. 

If one could proceed from 
there, the program implied, 
with multiple division of a 
fertilized human egg, a large 
number of identical human 
embryos could be ‘¢rédted and 
grown, if not in the labora- 
tory, then in the wombs of 
human “host mothers,” per- 
forming the same function as 
the obliging host mother ewes 
now do for prize lambs. 

The possibility, chillingly 
presented first by Aldous 
Huxley in “Brave New 
World,” of producing ‘‘teams” 
of 20 or 100 identical indi- 
viduals ‘for various tasks 
where uniformity or mutual 
affinity is desired thus be- 
comes nearer to a reality.

Spring Swing 
May Be Killer 
For Sandown 


By DOUG PEDEN 


Now that horse racing fans in our area have been 
relegated to patrons of spring training exercises for 
Thoroughbreds, are they ‘on their way to losing their 
annual Sandown Park fling at the races? 


You'd better belieyenit!, 


There was the aroma of another victory for big business at , 
Vancouver Monday night when horsemen agreed. to major 
changes in B.C. racing dates for the 1968 season, 


When members of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association voted 79 to 69 to approve a one-year contract with 
the B.C. Jockey Club, they probably enabled the Jockey Club to 
transfer its monsoon-season headaches from money-making 
Exhibition Park to little Sandown by the Sea. In so doing, they 
may have sold Vancouver Island turf fans down a river: swollen 
by .spring rains and opened the gates for a flood that will 
eventually wash all our racing dates over to the posh confines. « 
of Exhibition Park. ; 

The new agreement calls for an ll-day meeting at. 
Sandown, starting Apri! 6, and a 101-day fiesta at Vancouver, 
from May 3 until Oct. 19. Last year there was a 93-day session 
on the mainland, running from April 14 to Sept. 13 and a 17-day 
visit to the Sandown strip, from Sept. 16 to Oct. 14. 

Of course, there is a. possibility that Sandown's April 
exercise will be extended to 14 days of racing, There is a 

provision to add three Fridays to the racing days of Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Saturdays it attendance bats aon such a’ 
move. 


But de the Jockey Club people actually expect encouraging 
attendance at an April meet? 


They have only to recall memories of last April, whet 
atrocious weather reduced crowds and caused them to lose a 
bundle at Exhibition Park. Vancouver's long season eventually 
enabled them to show good profit figures for the year but what 
chance does an 1i-day session have to recover trom a bad start 
if the April rains perform in their normal pattern ‘at Sidney? 

Weather is going to-be only a part of the Sidney sadness. 
Students of Thoroughbred racing know that an April meet here 
will not draw horses of a reasonable calibre, Even a spokesman 
for Vancouver Island horsemen admits an April program at 
Sandown will become merely a training session for owners 
aiming at the larger Vancouver purses. And it would be 
surprising if many mainland trainers would ship their better 
horses to Sidpey for an 1l-day meet in the mud. In fact, some 
are predicting there won’t be enough horses of any calibre on 
the grounds to provide acceptable racing. 

At last fall's Sandown meeting there was at least the 
satisfaction of watching fit horses that had been running at 
Vancouver. 

The meet also attracted some Prairie horses, following the 
end ‘of their regular season, Now these, along with Seattle 
runners, will add interest at Vancouver.’ 


It was unfortunate the last two weeks at Sandown in 
October were marred by heavy rain, which-resulted in drops in 
attendance and ‘wagering. However, a bigger reason for the 
decréase was the failure of the operators—after spending huge 
sums to make Exhibition Park a comfortable betting place—to 
improve Sandown facilities, Under decent conditions, the fall 
rain would probably have had far less effect on Victoria 


patrons. 
@ 


You can be certain there will be no major improvements at 
Sandown for mext season or that the Jockey Club actually 
expects increased crowds. for inferior races amid spring 
showers. It seems to be fitting into a calculated pattern that 
will have the operators, moaning over losses at Sandown, 
asking for permission in 1969 or 1970 to have Victoria's racing 
transferred to Vancouver. Thus, Island horsemen may soon be 
wtihout even a “training” track at Sandown. 

Of course, you probably couldn’t blame horsemen for going 
along with the plan for a switch in dates. The 1968 contract was 
wrapped up’in a neat package, with a much-improved purse 
schedule in Vancouver dangled as bait. 

Tn all, there will be 30 races worth $5,000 or more, compared 
with 28 last year. Also included are 13 races at $3,000-added, . 
17 at $2,100 and 22 at $2,200. There will be three sets of 
guaranteed minimum purses—$1,425, $1,480 and $1,550. 

Also offered to horsemen was a five per cent track bonus 
on Vancouver play over a daily average of $238,912. Last year’s 
daily play averaged $250,319. 

Jack Diamond, co-president of the Jockéy lub, also 
confirmed there is an excellent chance racing under lights will 
be tried next season at Ex. Park, with a post time of 6 p.m. 
This could bring another increase in mutuel play. 

On Sandown, Diamond said: 

“We had to do something about Sandown. It was going 
nowhere in the fall. This-is a bit of an experiment and if it 
works. out then we can consider some improvements at 
Sandown." 

* 


While we don’t actually believe Diamond expects his 
“experiment” to work out and can’t blame the horsemen for 
Agreeing to a sprifig. ‘training exercise,’ we believe the fans 
deserve greater consideration. 

Victorians have proved before that even: a fair racing card 
and reasonable weather, they will suffer the rigors of Sandown 
facilities to. push money into the _mutuels, which must be fed to 
make racing possible. 

Perhaps we would be better off without racing. But if our 
fans want to have their fun with the ponies, they should get their 
fair share of racing days, plus the kind of racing and facilities 
that will give them a chance to prove they can support the 
sport, 

Dates have yet to je approved by the British Columbia 
Racing Comimssion and we: believe the commission should take a 
serious look at the proposal and perhaps call a public hearing 
before opening the door for the eventual abandonment of 
Sandown. After all, there should be more to racing than money 
and there must be more to this province than Vancouver. 

If people in this area resent what is happening to Sandown, 
they should let the commission know how they feel, acting 
quickly before a meeting is held to rule on the proposed 1968 
dates, The man to write is Ken McConnell, Secretary; The B.C.

HOPES DASHED 

Harmel originally had hopes 
that the 15 countries would 
agree to commit themselves to 
prior consultations and co-ordi- 
nation of policies before they 
pursue individual courtship of 
the Soviet Union and Warsaw 
pact countries, 

But as the set of principles 
noted, “‘as sovereign states, the 
allies are not obliged to subordi- 
nate their policies to collective 
decision.” 

Nevertheless the members, 
including France, agreed the 
practice “of frank and timely 
consultations needs to be deep- 
ened and improved.” 

“Each ally should play its full 
part in promoting an improve- 
ment in relations with the Soviet 
Union and the countries df East- 
ern Europe, bearing in mind 
that the pursuit of detente must 
not be .allowed to split the alli- 
ance... .” 


MUST OPEN BARRIERS

New NDP Plea 
For Increased 
CS Pehsions 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Com- 
mons debate on Finance Minis- 
ter Sharp’s mini-budget ended 
Wednesday with a renewed 
NDP plea for an increase in the 
fixed pensions of retired civil 
servants. 

Stanley Knowles (NDP—Win- 
nipeg North Centre) said the 
government will never convince 
the superannuated that money 
is unavailable for an increase 
because of over-all economy 
cuts, 3 
RAISE INTEREST 

He said the government is 
paying a cheap four-per-cent in- 
terest rate for use of pension 
fund money to-which the retired 
civil servants contributed. An 
increase to five per cént would 
permit a pension increase aver- 
aging between $60 and $65 a 
menth, 

It would put another $25,- 
000,000-$30,000,000 into the pen- 
sion fund, enough to cover the 
raise. 

“That is all the government 
needs to do,"’ he said. The in- 
crease would average- about 
one-third for each pensioner. It 
would cover not only the 36,000 
retired civil servants, but their 
pensioned widows, and retired 
armed forces and RCMP per- 
sonnel or their widows. 

OOsT OF LIVING 

He said the government 
should take the lead in es- 
tablishing the principle that 
pensions of retired people 
should rise in line with cost of 
living. 

Nobody expects working peo- 
ple to live on fixed incomes 
which rise steadily, he said. Re- 
tirement pensions should like- 
wise rise, not only for civil ser- 
vents but for all pensioned 


people. 
Knowles claimed that 


several economy cuts made by 
the government were things it 
wanted to eliminate anyway for 
other reasons. The pension 
question was one of them. Re- 
tired civil servants had been 
misled by government stalling. 

The NDP member also 
claimed the just-completed fed- 
eral-provincial housing confer- 
ence was a “colossal failure.” It 
was cut short because many 
provincial premiers got up and 
left. 

Labor Minister Nicholson said 
the early windup was due to 
overtime sittings, not prema- 
ture departures. 


DENIS LAWYER: 


‘Shouldn't 
Convict Dog 
On Evidence’ 


OTTAWA (CP) — “No one, 
not even a dog, should be con- 
victed on such testimony." 

With these words, defence 
counsel Louis Assaly called 
Wednesday for the acquittal of 
Raymond Denis on a charge of 
attempting to obstruct justice 
by offering a $20,000 bribe in the 
case of narcotics smuggler Lu- 
cien Rivard. 

Mr. Assaly argued that Denis, 
former executive assistant to 
the former federal immigration 
minister, Rene Tremblay, was 
fhe victim of tainted, unreason- 
able, inadequate and umbeliev- 
able testimony by Pierre La- 
montagne. 

CROWN REPLY 


Crown Attorney John Cassells 
said in reply that Denis’ testi- 
mony was evasive, uncertain, 
contradictory. and capable of 
being regarded by. the 12-man 
jury as “‘lies.” 

Mr. Lamontagne had tried to 
be truthful, frank and forthright 
in his evidence that. Denis of- 
fered him the $20,000 to agree to 
the release on bail of Rivard. 

The addresses by Crown and 
defence marked the approach- 
ing conclusion of Denis’ trial. It 
started Nov. 13. 

Judge Bruce Macdonald of 
Windsor sent the jurors home 
until Friday when, he said, he 
will review the evidence and de- 
liver his charge before sending 
them out to consider a verdict. 
He warned them to keep an 
open mind and avoid reading 
press reports of the case. 

For three hours and 45 min- 
utes Mr, Assaly analyzed the 
evidence, making particularly 
scathing remarks about Mr. La- 
montagne’s allegation that 
Denis. offered him the money 
July 14, 1964. 

At that time, Mr. Lamontagne 
was’ lawyer for the United 
States government which was 
seeking the extradition from 
Canada of Rivard for trial in 
Texas. Rivard, 52, now is serv- 
ing a 20-year prison term in At- 
lanta, Ga.

By KATHRINE THOMAS 


A big dinosaur was trying 
to kill-a baby dinosaur. 


The

A’ jet aircraft is propelled by| 
streams of expanding gases.

And- the 
surrounding air has a quota of 
gaseous water vapor’ of liquid 
droplets of: cloudy mist. *'The 
gases streaming from the tail of 
the jet ‘create conflicts with the 
air, Sometimes- the reactions 
between different temperatures 
and moisture. produce smoky 
white trails. 

Most of this material is 
steamy vapor that mingles with 
the surrounding air and soon 
disappears. Sometimes it lingers 
long after the plane has crossed 
the sky.

(CP) — Prime “Minister Pearson. an- 
nounced today he has decided to resign as leader of the 
Liberal party: but will continue as prime minister and 
party leader until a convention selects a successor.

Constantine Fourth Ruler 
Ousted by Military Coup

The Greek monarchy was 
born 137 years ago when the 
leading powers of Europe creat- 
ed it and made a foreigner king. 
For 15 of the years since, the 
monarch was abolished, and 
King Constantine II is the fourth 
ruler to be ousted by a military 
coup. 4 : 

Except for the first king, a 
Bavarian, all the Greek mon- 
archs have been descendants of 
the Danish. royal ‘family.. Con- 


stantine’s wife, Anne-Marie, 
was a ish princess before 
marriage. 


Constantine and his family 
fled. to Rome foday, and the 
military dictatorship which took 
over Greece last April 21 named 
Lt.-Gen. George Zoitakis regent, 
the title usually given to some- 
one who rules for an incapacitat- 
ed monarch or for a minor until 
he is of age to assume the 
throne. | 

The junta’s appointment of a 
regent could mean it ostensibly 
is holding the throne for Con- 
stantine’s seven-months-old son, 
Crown Prince Paul. 

The Greek monarchy was 
launchad in 1830 the Otto- 
man Turks were ousted from 
Greece and the country became 
a protectorate of European pow- 
ers. 


BAVARIAN REIGNS - 

The powers installed Otho, a 
young Bavarian prince, as king. 
An army coup in 1862 removed 
him. and civil war followed. In a 
plebiscite, the Greeks chose 
Prince Alfred, a son of Queen 
Victoria of Britain, as their next 
king. But Russia and France ob- 
jected, and young Prince Wil- 
liam of Denmark was made 
King George I of Greece in 1863. 

King George reigned for near- 
ly 50 years until his assassina- 
tion in 1913—the longest period 
of stability the monarchy has 
known. Constantine I, his son 
and a victorious general in a 
Balkan war the year before, 
succeeded him.

George grew among Greek left- 
ists. Then a four-year civil war 
with the Communists broké-out. 
In a plebiscite from which the 
Communists abstained, King
